Regarding this latter, a terrible 
howl of indignation is going up, 
and it looks as if public opinion 
would result in the “ attraction” 
being declared off. as it should be, 
the D e m o c r a t believes. 
The Kansas City Journal of this 
morning says : 
“ John P.Maxwell, 
marshal of Jackson county, 
said 
yesterday that if the proposed bull 
fight was given in Convention hall 
on Thanksgiving day he would ar­ 
rest the Convention hall directors, 
Louis Shouse, manager of the hall, 
the doorkeepers and ^every other 
person who had anything to do 
with the exhibition.” 
A Jefferson City dispatch of the 
35th says: 
Gov. Dockery was asked tonight 
if he would interfere to stop the 
bull fight to be held in Kansas City. 
Tq the direct question, he repliec 
that he did not know what he 
would do. 
“ I am not taking any sides in 
the matter,” said the governor. 
“ In the first place I do not even 
know the merits of the controversy. 
If Kansas City wants to have a 
bull fight, I don’t see why she can’t 
have one, except that it should be 
a violation of the state statutes, in 
which case I would certainly in­ 
terfere.”
